If you would like to test drive your XJ220 before you take 
on the u>orJd. you con roce olone or with a teommate on 32 
different courses This ts the quickest way to get going. Ihis 
selec'jon will take you to the TRACK SCLCCT screen, where you 
con scroll through oil the gome's courses by pressing the 
Directional Pod L€FT or RIGHT. To choose a track ond start 
racing, press either the A or C BUTTON. 

TRACK 6DITOR 

Here's your chcnce to design your own track with all the 
twists and turns found on the WORLD TOUR ond GRAND PRIX 
circuits. In ;h.s node you con customize your trock with dips, 
hills, curves, hairpin turns, chicor.es. even londscope features 
like cities, tunnels and raodside barr ers. See Page 1 5 for 
details on the TRACK CDITOR. 

OPTIONS 

Before you hit the rood you've got some p'eopmg to do. 
Selecting OPTIONS allows you to input your nome. change 
gearbox settings, listen to the CD ployer. determine the number 
of lops m eoch race, ond choose to race solo or with a partner. 

Vou should set the options on the following poge before 
racing. To set any of these options, highlight the icon by 
moving the Directional Pad and then pressing eithe' the A or 
C SUTTON to toggle through your choices. 






1 . Nome Select: This allows you to enter your racing 
moniker. Use the Directional Pod and then fl SUTTON or 

C BUTTON to erase or add letters on the name entry screen. 

2. Monual/Rutomatic: You can choose to drive o stick or go 
automatic. 

3. 1 -Plauer/2-Plauer. You con either race ujith a teommote. or 
solo ujith o computer- control ted teommote. 

4. CD Selector: Select this icon to program your CD ployer. 

5. Speedometer: UJould you like your speedometer in miles- 
per-hour or kilometers-per-hour? 

6. Track Type: Vou can either race on o computer designed 
track or on ony one of the customized tracks you create in 
Track Editor. 



7. Lop Selctor: You con set roces for 3. S, 7 or 9 lops. 

8. €xtt: Select this icon to go back to the Mom Game Menu 
ofter your Option settings are complete.

7. Current Lap Time: Displays your latest lop during the 
current race. 

8. Current Speed: Dispioys your current speed in either 
miles-per-hour or kilometers-per-hour.

QUALIFYING FOR POSITION 

In order to qualify for o roce, you ujiII first run o nmed lop 
oround the course Your time here will determine your position 
on the storting grid for the octuot roce. 

After qualifying, you wiH then be presented with the Grid 
Position screen. This screen displous your qualifying time and 
position, along with the times ond positions of the oSier 
drivers. To exit the Grid Positions screen and begin rocing. 
press eithe' the fl or C BUTTON 

In 2-Player mode. Player- 1 's quolifying time is highlighted 
with o RCD box. and ?layer-2's time is highlighted with a 
veiLOUJ box. 




FUCUNG UP 

During a roce of five 'ops or more, uou will need to pull 
into the Pit Area onO replenish your fuel supply. To enter the 
Pit Area, drive your car into the Pit Lone (locoted neor the finish 
line on the mstde of the track). The computer anil :hen :cke 
ove r control of your cor and bring it to your fuel stop. LUotch 
your fuel gauge and when you think you have enough fuel to 
complete the roce. ex* the Pit fireo by pressing the A BUI TON. 
At this point the computer will toke control and drive your car 
out of the Pit Area ond onto the track where you will once 
ogam regain control of your cor.

Select WORLD TOUR from the Mom Gome Menu ond 
prepare for o global rood rally against some of the top 
speedsters in the racing world. Ihe octuol rocing sequence is 
the some os m GRRND PRIX except for two items: in LUORLD 
TOUR you can choose the locotion o e your next race end you 
hove o Finoncol RoVisor to help you in making the right 
destination choice. 

COUNTRV S6UCT 




After you select N€UJ CRMC ot the LUORLD TOUR Game 
Menu, you will be taken to the COUNTRV S€L6CT screen. On 
this screen 1 6 different flogs, eoch representing o country you 
must race in to complete the LUord Tour. You con elect to stort 
m any country you wont, after which your Financial Rdvisor will 
do his best to keep you on the right track, so to speok. To 
moke o selection, use the Directional Pad to position the cycling 
box over the desired flog ond press the R or C SUTTON to 
enter the country of your choice. 

You con sove o gome from the Country Select Menu by 
selecting the SAV€ GRM€ flag at the bottom right-hond corner 
of the screen. 






FINANCIAL ADVISOR 




To get from country ro country, you must pay o travel cost 
€ach time moke o selection, your finonciol ooVisor uji'l moke on 
evoluolion bosed on how it will effect your current finonciol 
situation. 

for example: If ofter completing o race in 8nta;n you 
decide you would like to book your next race in Greece (ot o 
travel cost of SI 3300). when it would be more cost-effective 
for you to roce in France (ot o cost of only $200). your 
finonciol Rdvisor will tell you so. 

Vour finonciol Advisor is there to steer you in the right 
direction, so listen to him. To follow his suggestions, press the 
S BUTTON to return to the Country Select screen ond moke 
another choice. To ignore his odvice. press either the fl or C 
SUTTON ond get set to qualify. 

Vour objective is to complete oil 16 countries without 
running out of cash.

UJ6AR AND T€AA 




After completing each race you may need to make some 
repairs to your XJ220. On this screen is o graphic display of 
your cor and a selection of parts rep r esented as icons. 

The icons dispioyed along the bottom of the screen show 
the current condition of your car fl "Green Box" around oo icon 
indicotes thot part ts in good condition and does not c\zo^ 
replacing, fl "Yellow Box" indicates a worn, but working port 
(although this level of damage moy impede the car's ability to 
deliver optimum performance), fl "Red Box" indicates serious 
weor and these parts SHOULD be repioceo immediately. You 
must repoir the 'P>&3 Box" ports before you con reploce those 
ports framed by the "Yellow Box". 

Also displayed on this screen is your current bank bolance 
ond the cost to repair the selected port. In order to repair 
a part you must hove enough money in the bonk. Pick your 
parts vuisely. Should you domoge your XJ220 beyond repoir. 




or find yourself short on cosh needed to fix the cor, you will go 
bankrupt ond be unable :o continue the rocing season Some 
Rdvlce: it costs the some to reploce o Yellow or Red Box item. 
so it moy moke sense to wait until o piece is red before 
replacing it. 

PICKING TH€ RIGHT PARTS 

To Select fl Part: Press the Directional Pod LOT or RIGHT 
a^ong the port list.

The bottom holf of this screen displays the rood, ond the top 
half shows on overhead view of the track you are editing. 

Disployed alongside the trock is specific information about 
the track's length, corner angle and hill gradient. Below ts a 
list of the controls used in designing your own course. Once 
you ve completed your customizations, press the S BUHON to 
go bock to the Track Gditor Menu. 

To Move Up or Down The Rood: Top the Directtonol Pad UP 
<x DOUJN until desired destination has been reached 

To Add fl Rood Section: i lold down the fl SUTTON then 
p'ess the Directionol Pod UP. 

To Delete fl Rood Section: Hold down the ft 8UITON then 
press the Directional Pod DOWN. 

To Moke fl Corner: I lo'd down the C BUTTON while tapping 
the Directional Pad l€FT or RIGHT until desired angle is 
achieved. Then hold down the Fl BU1TON while press'ng the 
Directional Pad UP or DO'JJN to move to another section and 
lock m your curve. 

To Moke ft Hill or Dip: Hold down the C SUTTON and top 
the Directional Poo UP or DOUJN until you reach your desired 
gradient. Then hold down the fl BUTTON while pressing the 
Directionol Pad UP or DOUJN to move to another section. 



To Adjust Zoom level of Top Down View: Hold down the 
START 8UTTON and press the Directional Pad LCFT or 
RIGHT.

f£ach country has its own type of roadside objects and 
landscaping ovailcble for you to use. You con odd an object 
to either or both sides of the road, os well os different tunnels 
or bndges to the track itself. 

To add objects to the track, first move to the section of the 
trock where you'd like to build— moving oround the track is rhe 
same os it was in the Course Design Screen. 

To add an object to the left-hond side o E the road, move 
the cursor to the Left Object icon (left arrow) ond press the 
Directionol Pad RIGHT. Vou will then see a list of objects 
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oppeor in the Object List. To scoll through the list press the 
Directional Pod UP or DOOM To toke o look o: o specific trac* 
object, highlight the object and press the C SU'l ION. !o odd 
the object to the roadside, press the C BUTTON. Rfte r setting 
on object on the left-hand side of the track, press the 
Directional Pod i6fT to return to the middle icons. You con 
scroll to the Right Object icon (tight orrow) ond press 
Directional Pod RIGHT to bring up on Objects List for that side. 

The Center icon (circle) oIIoujs you to ploce bridges, 
tunnels, end so on. over the course itself m the same manner 
described above. If you place a Center Object in o track 
section, you cannot ploce ony Left or Right Objects on the 
same section. 

Once you've placed your desired objects on o section of 
trock. hold R 8U1TON ond press Directional Pad UP or DOUjN 
to move to another section of trock. 

After oil your building is complete, highlight the 6XIT icon 
and press 8 3UTTON to return to the Trock editor Menu.
